Your RadioShack Universal 1000mA AC Adapter can be used to 
power electrical devices which require DC output of 3V, 4.5V, 6V, 
7.5V, 9V, or 12V, with AC power input ranging from 105V to 135V. 
The adapter features overioad and short circuit protection to protect 
it from damage. The 3-prong, pass-through AC socket on the adapt- 
er iets you insert another device’s AC piug for power. 

The adapter comes with seven Adaptaplug™ adapters (Type A, B, C, 
D, H, M and N) to fit different types of power jacks.

• The adapter must attach to the power supply source with a built- 
in over-current protective device (Max. 15A), such as a 15A 
fuse and branch circuit. 

• Make sure the adapter is disconnected from the AC outlet 
before adjusting the adapter’s voltage setting. 

• Do not use the adapter to power a device that exceeds the max- 
imum power rating. 

Notes: 

• The power adapter’s voltage must be exactly the same number 
as the voltage your portable device requires. 

• The power adapter’s current (mA) must be equal to or more 
than the current your portable device requires. 

1. Use a flat-bladed screwdriver to rotate 3/4.5/6/7.5/9/12V to the 
desired output for your portable device. 

2. Press tab down and open the Adaptaplug cover on the back of 
the adapter. Select the right Adaptaplug and connect it to the 
output socket at the end of the cord. Then connect the other 
end to the device’s power jack. 

The adapter comes with seven standard Adaptaplugs. The 
Adaptaplug allows you to match the size and polarity of your 
portable device’s DC input jack. If your device requires other 
types of Adaptaplugs, Radio Shack stores offer a variety of 
Adaptaplugs. Select the one that fits your portable device. 

3. If the power jack is marked , align TIP on the power cord 
with -H on the Adaptaplug. If the power jack is marked 

align TIP on the power cord with - on the Adaptaplug. 

Important: Your portable device must be rated 3, 4.5, 6, 7.5, 9 
or 12VDC and no more than 1000mA of current to use this 
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adapter. Plugging the adapter into a portable device that has dif- 
ferent ratings could damage the portable device or the adapter. 
Be sure to set the correct tip polarity. Incorrect tip polarity can 
damage the portable device or the adapter. 

4. Plug the adapter into a standard AC outlet. The indicator lights. 

If the AC outlet is blocked by the adapter or other plugs, insert 
the other device’s AC plug into the 3-prong, pass-through AC 
socket on the adapter. 

For safety purposes, use an AC extension cord (not supplied) 
for direct plug-in devices when plugging into the 3-prong, pass- 
through AC socket on the adapter. 

RESETTING THE ADAPTER 

Caution: If the indicator turns off, the output current is beyond the 
specification and the overload protection has been activated. 

Follow these steps to reset the adapter. 

1 . Disconnect the adapter from the AC outlet and from the device 
you are powering.

2. Plug the adapter into the AC outlet again. 

If the indicator remains off, there is a problem with the adapter. 
Take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance. 

3. Check the polarity of the Adaptaplug and reconnect the device. 

If the indicator remains off, the connected device is creating an 
overload or short circuit and is either defective or requires more 
current than the adapter is rated to supply. 

CARE 

Keep the adapter dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the adapter only in normal temperature environments. Flandle 
the adapter carefully; do not drop it. Keep the adapter away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the adapter’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty and void your 
FCC authorization to operate it. If your adapter is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance.
